The 11 September 1995 issue of Linn’s Stamp News 
includes an article, “‘Eagle’ print for BEP’s Daly; 
Rolfus is new director,” which indicates that a spe- 
cial souvenir card, featuring a “rather large 
engraved print of an American bald eagle perched 
[facing left] on the edge of a rock ledge,” was dis- 
tributed to attendees at a farewell dinner for out- 
going BEP Director Peter H. Daly. The article sug- 
gests that it “is certain interest some souvenir card 
collectors...un-fortunately, the print will be hard to 
get. Only 146 were distributed, and all left-overs 
were destroyed.” The print is 12” x 9” on cream 
card stock in red ink. “The farewell dinner program 
is printed in black ink by offset lithography on the 
reverse of the card.” I have no clue why such 
“instant rarities” are produced, as they certainly 
result in frustration for some collectors. I also have 
no idea why your Editor has to find out about these 
things—directly related to the collecting interests of 
our membership—by reading about them in some 
other publication! How about it, you folks at the 
BEP?

I don’t normally include items about non-intaglio 
souvenir cards or forthcoming shows in the Journal, 
other than the listing at the back of each issue. One 
reason, I don’t always get it in time, another, I’m not 
sure that they are of interest to the membership or,

The ANA (818 North Cascade Ave., 
Colorado Springs, CO 80903-3279) has a catalog, 
“Money Market,” of items they offer which includes 
several souvenir cards. Two items relate to WWII 
and incorporate real Allied Military and/or French 
notes in lieu of an intaglio design.

Greetings! 


We have just completed the active summer show 
schedule and | was glad to meet many of our mem- 
bers at NAPEX, Memphis and ANA Anaheim. We 
had active and productive meetings at each show 
with a very special guest at our ANA meeting. We 
were honored by the visit of the new Director of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, Mr. Larry 
Rolufs. He stopped by our meeting accompanied by 
Larry Felix who is in charge of Public Relations 
which includes the Souvenir Card Program. Mr.

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IPPDS&EU 86th CONVENTION FOLDER

The 86th Convention of the International Plate 
Printers, Die Stampers & Engravers Union of North 
America (IPPDS&EU of NA) was held in 
Philadelphia, 11-17 June 1995. A Convention Folder 
was produced which contains five cards. 


The folder, burgundy ink on cream colored stock, 
measures 8.75”x12.25’ and bears a large vignette of 
Independence Hall (opposite page). The ABNCo 
eagle and lathe-work design (below) adorns the 
back cover. 


The five, 8.5”x11” cards are as follows: 


(1) “We Extend a Cordial Welcome””—Pale green 
ink on cream colored card stock, with an encircled 
portrait of Benjamin Franklin, welcoming text and 
the names of various union officers (page 6); 


(2) “Philadelphia” —Vivid orange ink on cream col- 
ored stock, featuring vignettes of the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, Christ Church, the 
Pennsylvania Coat of Arms, and the West End Trust 
Company building (page 7); 


(3) “Philadelphia 1”—Blue ink on cream colored 
stock, featuring vignettes of Philadelphia City Hall, 
Independence Hall, the Liberty Bell, and William 
Penn meeting with Indians, accompanied by appro- 
priate texts (page 8); 


(4) “Philadelphia 25”—Purple ink on cream 
colored stock, with vignettes of Benjamin 
Franklin, George Washington at 
Trenton, a miniaturized version of the 
Declaration of Independence, and 
a view titled “First Reading of 
the Declaration of 
Independence” (page 9); 
and, Lae 


(5) “Thank You!”— 
Pale olive green ink on 
cream colored stock, with a 
vignette of Carpenters Hall and 
laudatory text. 


In addition to the folder and cards, an 













engraved invitation (5.375” x 4.125”) containing 
convention text and an admission ticket (5.375” x 
4.375”) were printed in blue on cream colored stock, 
as were also an engraved Dinner Menu and Insert 
Card listing the Union Officers and displaying the 
Union Logo, which both measure 5.25” x 7.5” (these 
items are not illustrated). 


[The vignettes used are, for the most part, obvious 
reflections on the history of the city, with the possi- 
ble exception of Washington at Trenton, although 
some people have “adopted” that Revolutionary 
War battle and related events as part of 
Philadelphia history. 


However, | am unable to ascertain why the West 
End Trust Co. building, which stood at the south- 
west corner of Broad Street and South Penn Square, 
diagonally opposite City Hall, was included (lower 
right hand corner of card no. 2, on page 7). Built in 
1899, it was demolished in 1930, and replaced by 
another office building for what was, then, the 
Girard Trust Co., subsequently Girard Bank (now 
the Mellon/PSFS Bank). 


The building had, to my knowledge, no historical or 
political importance and was certainly not an out- 
standing architectural design—whereas all of the 
other buildings shown not only have historical sig- 
nificance, but, are still standing. 


It may have been a die used on a stock certificate 

or on stationery. Perhaps there were no other 

dies available. There is no source or 
engraver noted on the card. 


I would appreciate hearing from 
any reader(s), who may have 
been involved in the selec- 
tion of the vignettes, why 
this one was chosen.

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Situated at Broad and Market Streets, Philadelphia's City Hall is 
the largest municipal building in the United States. Begun in 
1871, it took 30 years, 88 million bricks and more than 21 million 
dollars to build. Designed by architect John McArthur in a style 
known as French Second Empire, the huge complex contains 750 
rooms and covers five acres of ground. The central tower, at 510 
feet, is the tallest masonry structure in the world without steel 
reinforcement. Engraved for American Bank Note Co., 
Philadelphia, Circa 1800s 
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Built between 1732 and 1756 as the Pennsylvania State House, 
the building now known as Independence Hall played a major 
role in the beginnings of the United States; being the site of the 
Continental Congress that produced the Declaration of 
Independence in 1776 and the Constitutional Convention of 
1787. During its long life, the historic building has served not 
only as a seat of state and national government, but as a prison 
hospital during the Revolution, a diplomatic reception hall 
during the 1790s, and later, as Charles Wilson Peale’s museum 
of art and science. Independence Hall was declared a National 
Historic Site in 1943. Engraved for Franklin Bank Note Co., 
N.Y., Circa 1877 


Originally cast in London by the Whitechapel Bell Foundry in 1752, the bell was 
cracked during a test ringing before it could be hung in the Pennsylvania State 
House tower. Two Philadelphia craftsmen, PASS and STOW, recast the 2,000 
pound bell which was then installed. The bell was tolled on special occasions 
through the years, as it was in 1835, during the funeral of Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court John Marshall, when the bell suffered the famous crack that can 
be seen today. Since 1976, the bell has been on display in a special steel and 
glass pavilion outside Independence Hall. Engraved for Security Banknote

proofs. Additionally, a retirement certificate 
appeared to resemble a modern souvenir card. It 
was hand lettered and signed by BEP employees. 


I'd like to share with the membership what that box 
contained, but first, a little checking was needed to 
identify Charles Frank Wittenauer. (Frank C. 
Wittenauer was the name on the retirement certifi- 
cate.) 

According to Gene Hessler’s book, 
The Engraver’s Line, the following is 
listed: “Wittenauer, Charles Frank: 
P[icture] Eng[raver]. b.NYC 3 Nov. 
1863. He began his career with the 
Homer Lee BNCo ca. 1887. He also 
engraved for the National Steel 
Engraving Co.; the Hamilton BNCo 
(1913); and the Security BNCo. 
Wittenauer joined the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing on 1 March 
1919; he retired on 31 August 1935. 
His work appears on the Canal Zone 
1¢,2¢,5¢ & 10¢ due stamps and both 
the Philippines 18¢ & 32¢ stamps.” 


[Wittenauer served 16 years in the 
Bureau. retiring in 1935 as 
Superintendent of the Picture Room. 
There is no explanation of the rever- 
sal of his first and second names on 
the retirement certificate. Ed.] 


The two die proofs (opposite page) 
initialed [“CFW”] by Wittenauer as 
his work show the North portico of 
the U.S. Treasury (top) and the 
familiar Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing building (bottom). 


These are followed (page 14) by a 
pen & ink unsigned sketch which 
appears to be a _ model for 
“Wakefield” birthplace of George 
Washington and the subject of a 
vignette card still available for sale.

WAKEFIELD 


[“The Second Officer of an English merchant ship 
that had foundered in the Potomac River during a 
storm left the ship after she was refloated early in 
1657. A year later he married Anne Pope, daughter 
of Colonel Nathaniel Pope, a leading planter of the 
area. The young officer was John Washington, des- 
tined to be the great-grandfather of President 
George Washington. 


“After the wedding the bride’s father gave the cou- 
ple 700 acres of land as a wedding gift. In 1664 John 
moved his family to a new house at Bridges Creek, 
four miles east of Mattox Creek. 


“John Washington prospered. He took an active 
interest in public affairs, served in numerous civil 
offices including the Virginia House of Burgeses, 
led a military expedition against the Indians and 
rose to such prominence that the name of the local 
Anglican parish was changed to Washington in his 
honor. Here his son Lawrence prospered, following 
his farther in the House of Burgesses and serving in 
local offices both civil and martial. 


“Lawrence’s son Augustine continued this tradition 
of public service as he developed his own estate. In 
1718 he purchased from the Abbington family two 
tracts, totaling 200 acres, on Popes Creek about one 
mile east of his Bridges Creek home. Here, between 
1722 and 1726, he most likely enlarged the house 
that became the birthplace of the first President of 
the United States. Augustine’s first wife, Jane 
Butler, died in 1729, leaving him with three small 
children. He married again, this time Mary Ball, 
daughter of Colonel Joseph Ball of Epping Forest. 
The first of their children was born on February 22, 
1732. He was named George. 


“Young George Washington spent the first three 
and one-half years of his life at the Pope Creeks 
Plantation. In 1735 his father moved the family to 
Little Hunting Creek Plantation, later known as 
Mount Vernon. After four years, Augustine, for 
business reasons, moved the family to Ferry Farm 
on the Rappahannock River near Fredericksburg. 
There, when George was eleven, his father died. 


“George’s half-brother, Augustine, Jr., inherited the 
Pope Creeks Plantation where, from time to time 
during the ensuing years, young George lived and 
grew very close to Augustine. 


“Popes Creek Plantation was a lively, functioning 


farm. The impressions young George gathered 
there from the many farm activities stayed with him 
all his life, forming the background for his own 
activities at his beloved Mount Vernon. 


“On Christmas Day, 1779, while General George 
Washington was leading the Continental Army in 
the fight for American independence, his birthplace 
accidentally caught fire and burned. George’s half- 
nephew, William Augustine Washington, who was 
then master of the plantation, moved his family to 
another home several miles away. The birthplace 
was never rebuilt. For thirty-six years the site lay 
unattended, until George Washington Parke Custis, 
General Washington’s adopted son, marked it with 
a stone tablet. As the years passed, this tablet, as 
well as whatever vestiges remained of the original 
birthplace and its out-buildings disappeared. 


“In 1858 the Commonwealth of Virginia acquired 
the sites of the home and the nearby burying 
ground, but the Civil War ended any immediate 
plans to mark the site. In 1882 the land was donated 
by Virginia to the Federal government, and four- 
teen years later a granite shaft was erected on the 
site to the memory of George Washington. 


“In 1923 the Wakefield National Memorial 
Association was formed to recover and restore the 
birthplace grounds. The association brought the 
holding to 394 acres. In 1930-31 a Memorial House 
and kitchen were built and furnished, and a colonial 
garden was established. In 1932, the year of the two 
hundredth anniversary of George Washington’s 
birth, the park was officially opened and title trans- 
ferred to the Federal Government. The Colonial 
Farm was established in 1968. 


“On the actual birthplace site, the foundations, 
which have been covered by earth for preservation, 
are those of the main house of the plantation, the 
building in which George was born. It was a sizable, 
U-shaped building of at least nine rooms. The foun- 
dation outline is marked with crushed oystershell 
today.”—Irvin Haas. Historic Homes of the American 
Presidents. New York: Dover, 1976. 


The Memorial House, on the Potomac River 38 
miles east of Frederickburg, with access from Va. 3 
via Va. 204, is open to the public. The current build- 
ing bears no resemblance to that of the sketch or 
engraving on the opposite page. It is built of brick 
with dormer windows “to resemble a typical home 
of the period of Washington’s birth.” Ed.] 
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A truly unique piece, the retirement certificate 
(above) measures 7”x9” and is mounted to a 
10”x12” board. The vignettes are engraved, but the 
lettering is hand done (can you find a misspelled 
word?). The vignettes and rising chimney smoke 
are tinted red. Of great interest to me are the origi- 
nal autographs of some of the greatest engravers 


employed at the BEP. 


I have asked current BEP employees about such cer- 
tificates and none remember such items nor are any 


used today.

The friendly staff at the BEP 
exhibit booth were eager to meet with collectors, 
answer questions and provide sales assistance for 
collectors interested in BEP products. It’s always a 
treat to meet with the BEP staff and those employ- 
ees who contribute such a great deal of interest and 
support to the hobby! 


The BEp was most certainly honored to participate 
in the show which also provided the stage for the 
first day of issue of their 100th Anniversary sou- 
venir sheet, the intaglio printed $2.00 Madison 
stamp which was printed in a four-stamp format. 
(A beautiful issue, I must admit, in spite of its price!) 
And, it was evident that most Mega-Show collectors 
seemed to approve of the issue, as the lines to pur- 
chase the sheetlets never seemed to end! On hand at 
the BEP booth were Peter Cocci, the sheetlet’s 
designer, and William Fleishell, who executed the 
intaglio vignette of the BEP “First Building” which 
forms the central portion of the sheetlet’s heading. 
Both were eager to meet with collector’s and answer 


questions. It was a great personal honor to meet and 
engage in conversation with both gentlemen during 
the event. Both were very receptive to collectors’ 
requests to autograph first-day ceremony programs 
and covers. 


One of the highlights of the show was the privilege 
of attending the First Day Ceremony, where repre- 
sentatives of the ASDA, USPS, BEP, and other offi- 
cials were introduced and greeted by a capacity 
filled room. At the close of the ceremony, Official 
First Day Canceled Ceremony Programs were dis- 
tributed to those attending. Programs contained the 
full $8.00 sheetlet with the FDOI cancel, text, and an 
enlarged view of the “First Building.” The folder 
(6”x9” when folded) is illustrated here (opposite 


page). 


As this type of issue will not occur again until the 
year 2094, this BEP first day ceremony program is 
not only colorfully attractive, but a valued col- 
lectible as well! 


[The 1995 Mega-Show has been returned to the 
Jacob Javits Convention Center. It is scheduled for 
2-5 November. On 2 November, the first day of the 
show, a BEP souvenir card will be issued along with 
the Starfish Foundation card which was scheduled 
for 3 November. The latter card will debut at a cer- 
emony at 11:30am, in the Javits Center Auditorium. 
The time and date were changed because the USPS 
has planned a First Day Ceremony for the twenty 
stamp (five designs) antique automobile booklet for 
Friday, 3 November. 


Except for the convenience to transportation, I per- 
sonally do not like the facilities at Madison Square 
Garden. They have always seemed out-dated, dirty, 
and crowded. In addition, the curved form of the 
room hampers both visual perception and physical 
circulation. 


I assume the SCCS will have a courtesy table at the 
Show and that the Metro Chapter will have a meet- 
ing, probably on the first day as there are usually 
more members attending then (even though it’s a 
Thursday) to get First Day cancels on their souvenir 
cards, than on the weekend. I plan to attend and 
look forward to meeting any and all members who 
can make it.

The 1995 Commemorative Savings Bond Card went 
on sale on 1 August 1995. The card was created as 
part of the Savings Bonds program as an incentive 
for BEP employees. The BEP has been among the 
highest achievers of Savings Bond supporters in the 
Federal Government. 


Since the beginning of World War II, Americans 
have invested in their future through United States 
Savings Bonds. This 1995 Savings Bond card com- 
memorates the 50th Anniversary of the end of 
World War II. 


Featured on the card are three stamps issued during 
the era in support of the war effort: the 3¢ Win the 
War issue of 1942 (Post Office Die No. 1122); the 1¢ 
Four Freedoms issue of 1943 (Post Office Die No. 
1129); and the 3¢ Honorable Discharge issue of 1946 
(Post Office Die No. 1158). The offset background, 
taken from the original artwork, entitled “Joint 
Operation Army and Navy” by Bureau designer, 
William A. Roach, was never engraved.

The intaglio print (above) features an eagle clutch- 
ing a flag. The vignette, Miscellaneous Die No. 9918, 
identified by Die records simply as “Eagle,” was 
transferred from an engraving, Die No. 7242, in 
1909 by Robert Ponickau. It was also used as the 
back of a Victory Liberty Loan.

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The souvenir card features the $1 Federal Reserve 
Bank Note, Series 1918, from the second issue of 
Federal Reserve Bank Notes authorized by 
Congress in 1918. Unlike Federal Reserve Notes, 
which were obligations of the United States 
Government's Federal Reserve System, Federal 
Reserve Bank Notes were the obligations of indi- 
vidual Federal Reserve Banks. Federal Reserve 
Bank Notes were “inscribed National Currency” 
and were similar to National Bank Notes. The back 
of the note, Die No. 73, was completed in May 1918. 
The eagle holding the flag is from the same 
Ponickau engraving appearing on the intaglio print.

Jim Hautman’ s rendition of Mallards is featured on 
this year’s Federal Duck Stamp and Duck Stamp 
Souvenir Card which went on sale on 1 July 1995. 


Sales from the Federal Duck Stamp Program have 
generated over $450 million to acquire more than 
4.2 million acres of wetland habitat. Waterfowl 
hunters, 16 years of age and older, are required to 
purchase the stamp annually. From the $15 paid for 
each stamp, 98¢ of each dollar goes directly to the 
purchase of migratory waterfowl habitat. The sou- 
venir card set [stamp and card] has become a col- 
lectible to hundreds of philatelists, hunters and con- 
servationists across the nation. 


Hautman, a wildlife artist from Plymouth, MN, was 
the winner of the 44th Annual Federal Duck Stamp 
Contest held in Washington, DC, in November 1994 
and his painting features a pair of Mallards. The 
Mallard is the most abundant and widely distrib- 





uted duck in the United States, in North America, 
and in the Northern Hemisphere. The violet-blue 
speculum bordered by a pronounce white stripe at 
the front and back identifies the Mallard in any 
plumage. Its wing is broad in proportion to its 
length and, along with the short tail, creates the 
impression that the wings are set far back on its 


body. 


The BEP has printed the duck stamp since 1934. 
This year’s stamp was modeled fromthe artist’s art 
by Bureau designers, John Murray and Peter Cocci. 
The interpretation from model to fine line engrav- 
ing was completed by master engraver, Thomas 
Hipschen. Gary Slaght engraved the lettering.

He was lured away in 1986 to become director of the 
Office of Publishing and Communications at the 
General Accounting Office, director of policy and 
planning in 1990 and, most recently, director of 
information management services in the Office of 
Management and Communication. 


He holds a B.S. in printing management from 
California State Polytechnic University and an M.S. 
in printing management from South Dakota State 
University. Born in Springfield, MO, he is married 
to Lawanda Dawes.
